MICKEY FOUND 
IS FORTUNATE 
CRASH HERO 


Stopped From Making Fa- 
tal Flight—Helped in 
Rescue Work 


Perhaps the luckiest person in 


Edmonton is young “Mickey” 
Found, 1%-year-old apprenticed 
airplane mechanic, of 10027 115 
street. Mickey planned to ac- 
company he ill-fated Fokker 
owned by the Mackenzie Air 
Services, which crashed at the 


Edmonton airport late Thursday 
afternoon, taking one man to his 
death. 

Mickey has also won considerable 
praise for his heroic action in drag- 
ging Pilot Matt Berry from the 
blazing wreckage. With blood from 
Berry's wounds spattered on his 
shirt, the youth was “nailed” by 
reporters as he left the scene of 
the crash for the airport. He didn't 
want to speak about his brave ac- 
tion in facing the blazing plane to 
save a life, but told his mother and 
dad, Mr. and Mrs. R. H. Found, the 
whole story afterwards 
WORKED ON MACHINE 

“It was a lucky break for me,” 
he said. “I had been working on 


the machine for a number of hours 
before it was taxied out in the field 


for its first flight after the over- 
haul 

“I wanted to go alo becaus 
Matt Berry had said I Reale But 


poor Fred Hodgins wot ildn't let me 
He said I had better wait tjll later 
on before going up. I wish ‘ could 
thank Fred for that now, but td 
too late.” 

Mickey stepped from the plane a 
few minutes before it was ane 
away. 

A grade 10 student at Strathcona 
High School, Mickey was born at 
Kenaston,. Saskatchewan His fam- 
ily moved to the city four years ago, 
and being intensely interested in 


aeronautics, Mickey has spent much 
of his time at the airport hangar 
He just did odd jobs for a while 


and picked up as much information 
on aeroplane construction &@S poOs- 
sible. About six months ago he got 
regular work on the airplane i

EXPECTED TO RECOVER 

Both men suffered severely from 
shock, but are expected to recover 

Suffering horrible tortures from 
the wrecked plane, Fred Hodg- 

ins, Pilot Berry's mechanic, 
hadn't a chance. As he writhed 
on the ground in a delirious state 
he pleaded: “Why doesn't somce- 
one wake me up? Why doesn't 
someone wake me up?” Evident- 

ly the crash had made him be- 
lieve he was suffering from an 
indescribable nightmare. 

The terrible climax to the holi- 
day's air show at the airport came 
at 5:45 p.m. sharp. The crowd had 
watched Pilot Matt Berry taxi his 
12-passenger plane to the northeast 
He turned and 


escaped with a 
jaw, a fractured

We also received 
one car of potatoes and vegetables 
one car of apples and one car of 
coal 
Situated as we are close to un- 
organized territory many people 
from these territories came to ask 
us for clothing, and we cared for 
these people besides the people of 
our own municipality, Over 1,000 
people received relief from us
